English Professor 
Blasts Conformity

There is a kind of false inner 
life about much of our college life 
that is distinctly inimical to the 
creative mind. 1 have the impres- 
sion that many potentially capable 
young artists, writers and musi- 
cians are ruined, rather than 
made by their college experience 



I would examine the hearts of stone, 
1 and invest them with meaning if 
I she could. It's not that she scorns 
the fushia dishwashers, the mink- 
j lined Cadillacs, the "nice" homes 
I in Schizoidia with maybe a hus- 
I band and a child or two around 
' to give the place a tone. It's 
simply that they are not enough. 
She wants far more. 

If you think I think it takes 
courage to create even one small 
poem, you are riRht.
